Turkey  breeder  hen  owners  in  15  of  the  most  important  States,  with  over  80 
percent  of  the  breeder  hens  in  the  United  States?  expect  to  hold  about  13  percent 
more  heavy  turkey  hens  at  the  beginning  of  the  1956  hatching  season  compared 
with  the  number  held  at  the  beginning  of  the  1955  season,  according  to  a  special 
survey  made  by  thCCrop  Reporting  Board*/ They  also  expect  to  increase  their 
holdings  of  light  breed  hen's  by  7  percent.  Intended  increases  in  heavy  breed  hens 
vary  from  5  percent  in  South  Carolina  and  "Washington  to  31  percent  in  Texas, 
Michigan  is  the  only  State  in  the  group  expecting  a  decrease  in  heavy  breed  hens-- 
13  percent  below  last  season. 

States  show  considerable  variations  in  the  intentions  to  hold  light  breed  turkey 
hens.  Intended  holdings  vary  from  55  percent  below  last  season  in  Michigan  to  33 
percent  above  in  Oklahoma  and  30  percent  in  Minnesota  and  Texas.  Virginia,  the 
mosfe  important  light  breed  State,  expects  to  decrease  light  breed  hens  by  6  percent 

This  special  survey  v/as  made  as  of  October  1  at  the  request  of  the  turkey  in- 
dustry to  obtain  an  early  indication  of  prospective  holdings  of  turkey  breeder  her.s 
for  supplying  hatching  eggs  for  the  1956  season.  The  purpose  of  the  report  is  to 
assist  flock  owners  in  making  desirable  changes  in  their  plans  to  hold  breeder  hens, 

This  report  is  based  on  returns  from  hatcheries  and  other  flock  owners  having 
over  50  percent  cf  the  breeder  hens  in  these  15  States  or  about  43  percent  of  the 
breeder  hens  in  the  United  States.

Turkey  breeder  hen  owners  in  Ip  o^  the  most  important -Sftites ,  with  over  79  per- 
cent of  the  breeder  hens  in  the  United  States  on  Januarys  I  ;  '3^56;  expect  to  hold  at 
the  beginning  of  the  1957  hatching  eeasai  l6  percent  more  hea-vy  breed  turkey  hens  than  at 
the  beginning  of  the  1956  season.    Compared  with  the  1956  season;  they  plan  to  have 
20  percent  more  heavy  white  breeder  hens  and  15  percent  more  bronze  and  other  heavy 
hens.    They  expect  to  decrease  their  holdings  of  light  type  hens  by  3  percent. 

Growers  indicated  increases  in  heavy  white  breed  hens  in  10  States  ranging  froi 
3  percent  in  Missouri  to  50  percent  in  Texas ,    Michigan V/ashington  and  New  York  e>:  - 
pect  a  decrease  in  holdings  of  25;  23  and  3  percent ^  respectively.    Increases  in 
holdings  of  bronze  and  other  heavy  breed  hens  are  expected  in  12  of  the  States  re- 
porting, ranging  from  7  percent  in  Pennsylvania  to  50  percent  in  Iowa,    Michigan  ex- 
pects to  hold  about  the  same  number  as  in  the  1956  season  while  South  Carolina  and 
Washington  expect  to  decrease  10  and  7  percent ^  respectively. 

States  show  considerable  variations  in  their  intentions  to  hold  light  breed 
turkey  hens.    Sharp  decreases  in  number  of  light  breed  hens  in  Virginia,  Missouri 
and  Minnesota  were  partially  offset  by  increases  in  Texas,  California  and  Oregon. 
At  the  beginning  of  this  year,  these  six  States  had  three -fourths  of  the  light  breed 
hens  in  the  15  States. 

This  special  survey  was  made  as  of  October  1  at  the  request  of  the  turkey  in- 
dustry to  obtain  an  early  indication  of  prospective  holdings  of  turkey  breeder  hens 
for  supplying  hatching  eggs  for  the  1957  season.    The  purpose  of  the  report  is  to 
assist  flock  owners  in  malving  desirable  changes  in  their  plans  to  hold  breeder  hens. 

This  report  is  based  on  returns  from  hatcheries  and  other  flock  owners  having 
over  64  percent  of  the  breeder  hens  in  these  15  States^  or  about  51  percent  of  the 
breeder  hens  in  the  United  States.

For  past  years,  growers  October  1  intentions  to  hold  heavy  breed  turkey  hens 
compared  with  estimated  number  on  hand  the  following  January  1  were:  intentions 
October  1,  1955^  13  percent  increase,  following  Januaiy  1^1^+  percent  increase; 
in  1956  October  intentions  I6  percent  increase,  Januaiy  1,  17  percent  increase; 
in  1957  intentions  h  percent  decrease,  January  1,  8  percent  decrease;  in  195^ 
intentions  7  percent  increase,  January  1,  h  percent  increase. 


Growers  of  the  heavy  white  breed  in  three  of  the  5  most  iiiiportant  States  in- 
dicate increased  holdings  of  hens.    Increases  were  100  percent  in  California,  2h 
percent  in  Minnesota  and  I6  percent  in  WiscoDSin,    These  increases  were  partially 
offset  by  decreases  of  25  percent  in  Texas  and  10  percent  in  Ohio. 

Expected  holdings  of  light  breeds  are  down  in  all  States  except  Minnesota  and 
California  where  increases  of  16  percent  and  20  percent  respectively,  are  planned. 
Virginia,  the  largest  producing  State  of  light  breed  turkeys,  plans  to  reduce 
breeder  hen  numbers  20  percent.

Owners  of  turkey  breeder  hens  in  15  of  the  most  important  States  expect  to 
hold  26  percent  more  heavy  breed  hens  at  the  beginning  of  the  1961  hatching  season 
than  at  the  beginning  of  the  196O  season,  according  to  the  October  1  survey  by 
the  Crop  Reporting  Board.    Holdings  of  light  breed  hens  are  expected  to  be  about 
the  same  as  in  1960.    These  15  States  accounted  for  81  percent  of  the  breeder  hens 
on  farms  January  1^  i960.    Compared  with  the  I960  season,  turkey  growers  plan  to 
have  k6  percent  more  heavy  white  breed  hens  and  I9  pereent  more  bronze  and  other 
heavy. 

For  past  years growers'  October  1  intentions  to  hold  heavy  breed  turkey  hens, 
compared  with  estimated  number  on  hand  the  following  January  Ij  were:  October  1, 
1956 J  intentions  16  percent  increase ,  January  1;,  1?  percent  increase;  in  1957 
intentions  h  percent  decrease,  January  1,  8  percent  decrease;  in  1958  intentions 
7  percent  increase^  January  1,  k  percent  increase;  and  1959  intentions  2  percent 
decrease^  January  1,  3  percent  decrease. 

Growers  of  heavy  w|iite  breeds  in  each  of  the  five  most  important  States  indi- 
cate large  increases  in  holdings  of  bens.    Increases  were  100  percent  in  California^ 
50  percent  in  Ohio  and  Texas,  ^5  percent  in  Minnesota,  and  25  percent    in  Wisconsin. 
All  but  five  States  reported  increases  in  holdings  of  other  heav^'-  breed  hens. 
Increases  reported  in  the  leading  States  were:    California  30  percent,  Missouri 
25  percent,  Iowa  20  percent,  Minnesota  and  Oregon  15  percent,  and  Texas  1  percent. 

Two  important  States  in  the  production  of  light  breed  poults,  Virginia  and 
Ohio,  expect  to  reduce  holdings  of  light  breed  hens  10  and  20  percent  respectively. 
These  decreases  were  largely  offset  by  increases  of  50  percent  in  Minnesota,  30 
percent  in  Iowa,  and  20  percent  in  Missouri.

Turkey  breeder  flock  owners  in  15  of  the  most  important  turkey  States  expect  to 
keep  about  the  same  number  of  heavy  breed  hens  at  the  beginning  of  the  196^  hatching 
season  as  retained  a  year  earlier  according  to  the  Crop  Reporting  Board.  Holdings 
of  light  breed  hens  are  expected  to  be  up  about  10  percent.    Compared  with  the  1962 
season,  turkey  breeders  plan  to  have  3  percent  more  heavy  "white  breed  hens,  but  3 
percent  fewer  bronze  and  other  heavy.    These  15  States  accounted  for  80  percent  of 
all  breeder  hens  on  hand  January  1,  19^3 • 

Testings  for  pullorum  disease  July  through  September  19^3  were  up  I9  percent 
from  the  same  period  last  year  for  heavy  breeds  and  up  29  percent  for  lights.  These 
testings  represent  only  a  s^ali  portion  of  the  number  that  will  be  tested  for  the 
entire  season.    Previous  years*  October  1  intentions  to  hold  heavy  breed  hens  com- 
pared with  changes  in  number  of  breeder  hens  the  following  January  1  in  the  entire 
United  States  were:    October  1,  I958  intentions,  7  percent  increase;  January  1,  7 
percent  increase;  in  1959  intentions,  2  percent  decrease;  January  1,  5  percent  dec- 
rease; in  i960  intentions,  26  percent  increase;  January  1,  3^1-  percent  increase;  in 
1961  intentions  unchanged;  January  1,  9  percent  decrease;  and.  in  1962  intentions 
unchanged;  January  1,  1  percent  decrease. 

Owners  of  heavy  white  breed  hens  in  four  of  the  five  most  important  States 
indicate  increased  holdings  of  hens.    Increases  were  I3  percent  in  Texas,  6  percent 
in  Ohio,  5  percent  in  Minnesota,  and  3  percent  in  Wisconsin.    In  California  there 
was  no  change  from  a  year  earlier.    Growers  of  other  heavy  breeds  in  four  of  %he  six 
most  important  States  indicated  decreased  holdings  of  hens.    Decrease^  were  13  per- 
cent in  Oregon,  5  percent  in  Texas,  k  percent  in  California,  and  2  percent  in  Iowa. 
These  decreases  were  partially  offset  by  increases  of  15  percent  in  Missouri  and  2 
percent  in  Minnesota.    The  tv7o  most  important  States  in  the  production  of  light 
breed  hens,  Minnesota  and  Virginia,  expect  to  increase  holdings  of  lights  16  and  20 
percent,  respectively.

Turkey  breeder  flock  oimers  in  I5  important  turkey  States  expect  to  keep  about 
k  percent  more  heavy  breed  hens  and  1  percent  more  light  breed  hens  at  the  begin- 
ning of  the  1965  hatching  season  than  they  retained  a  year  earlier^  according  to  the 
Crop  Reporting  Board.     Compared  with  the  1963^^season^  turkey  breeders  plan  to  have 
13  percent  more  heavy  white  breed  hens  but  3  percent  fewer  bronze  and  other  heavy. 
These  15  States  accounted  for  80  percent  of  all  breeder  hens  on  hand  January  1^ 
196k, 

Previous  years  *  October  1  intentions  to  hold  heavy  breed  hens  compared  with 
changes  in  number  of  breeder  hens  the  following  January  1  in  the  entire  United 
States  were:    October  1^  1959  intentions^  2  percent  decrease;  January  1,  5  percent 
decrease;  in  I96O  intentions  26  percent  increase;  January  1^  3^  percent  increase; 
in  1961,  intentions  unchanged;  January  1,  9  percent  decrease;  I962  intentions  un- 
changed; Januarj'-  1,  1  percent  decrease;  and  in  1963  intentions  unchanged;  Jan- 
uary 1,  3  percent  decrease. 

0\-mers  of  heavy  white  breed  hens  in  four  of  the  most  important  States  indicate 
increased  holdings  of  hens .    Increases  were  25  percent  in  Minnesota,  22  percent  in 
Ohio^  15  percent  in  California,  and  2  percent  in  Texas.    In  V/isconsin  a  decrease 
of  20  percent  was  reported.    Growers  of  other  heavy  breeds  in  three  of  the  six 
important  States  indicated  decreased  holdings  of  hens.    Decreases  were  15  percent 
in  Minnesota,  7  percent  in  Missouri,  and  8  percent  in  California.    Increases  re- 
ported were  10  percent  in  Texas,  6  percent  in  Iowa,  and  3  percent  in  Oregon.  For 
the  tv7o  important  States  in  holdings  of  light  breeder  hens,  Minnesota  expects  to 


decrease  holdings  5  percent,  while  Virginia  expects  to  hold  about  the  same  number.
